There are hundreds of thousands of 
voters in this oountry who are deeply in­ 
terested in tho temperance question They 
want the best possible temperance meas* 
ores adopted. They are not self-willed 
or bull-beaded as to Abe methods that 
should be adopted to bring about tem­ 
perance reform. They want practical 
legislation, something that will com­ 
mand the sympathy of the people and 
meet the sentiment of the public. 
It is 
this class of temperance workers that do 
not enter into third party movement. 
They are convinced that constitutional 
prohibition is not the best thing in states 
and large oitiea where there is no pub­ 
lic sentiment to support it. And this 
opposition to constitutional prohibition 
in certain states is growing stronger, 
even among such noted temperance 
workers and orators like Lyman Ab­ 
bott, ez-President Porter, of Yale, and 
Dr. Newman, of Smythe. They have 
not lost one particle of interest in or en­ 
thusiasm for the temperance workers, 
but they have abandoned thier faith in 
the prohibitory movement in some of 
the eastern slates. 
To show to what extent this opposition 
to constitutional prohibition is going on 
in the east, take the vote in five states as 
oast during the piesent year:

Any one will see that this is a very 
large majority against prohibition. It 
is proof positive that there is a growing 
sentiment 
against 
prohibition even 
among itemperance people; and what 
makes the oase stronger against prohibi­ 
tory amendments is that the states named 
in the table have tried prohibition, and 
without an exception found it insuffi­ 
cient to suppress either drnnkenness, or 
the traffic in liquor. 
Probably another reason whioh has 
created such a tidal wave against pro­ 
hibition is the persistency with whioh 
the leaders of the movement have car­ 
ried the matter into politics. The in­ 
telligence of the country is against that 
kind of temperance work. It is fatally 
defective, bringing about results that are 
a positive injury to the temperance 
cause. 
In these facts however unwel* 
oome they may ce to the third party, 
there is a powerful lesson which the 
leaders of the forlorn hope s hould not 
delay in heeding. 


U nfounded R e p o rts of th e G re a t 2-Y ear 
O ld ’s D e a th b y P n e u m o n ia . 
N e w Y ork, Oct. 23.—A 
sensational 
story found its way about town Tuesday 
to the effect that El Rio Rey, the great 2- 
yeir-old of the year, had died of pneu­ 
monia at the Westchester track. 
El Rio 
Rey has been ill, but he is still worth far 
more than a billion of dead horses. 
He 
has so far recovered that Wm. McCormick, 
who has charge of him, has orderei a 
special car to be in readiness to take him 
back to his California home within a 
week. 
El Rio Rey is by Norfolk and of Mar­ 
ion, and a full brother to the celebrated 
Emperor of Norfolk, the winner of the 
American Derby of 1888 at Washington 
Park a year ago, and of the Czar, whose 
death occurred while en route to the East 
from California this spring. 
Among turfmen he is generally re­ 
garded as the greatest race horse that Cal­ 
ifornia has yet produced, and Mr. Winters 
recently refused an offer of $35,000 for 
hjin, it being his intention to have him 
replace Norfolk in the stud. 
In appearance he is one of the grandest 
looking animals that has been seen on the 
eastern tracks in years, the animal being 
built to carry weight, while his turn of 
speed was something wonderful. 
This 
season lie started in six races, winning 
them all. 
He made his first appearance 
in the Brewers’ Stallion stakes during the 
St. Louis Fair Jockey club races, carrying 
118 pounds and defeating a field of four in 
1:22, the track being a heavy one. 
At Washington Park two weeks later, 
in a dash of five and one-half furlongs, he 
defeated such good ones as Lord Peyton, 
Extravagance. Lizzie Fonso, Aunt Kate, 
Sunderland and Jed, he carrying the top 
weight, 123 pounds, and running the dis­ 
tance in 1:08. 
Later on at the same place, 
with 120 pounds in the saddle, he won 
the Kenwood stakes, a dash of five fur­ 
longs, defeating a good field of twelve. 
Thirteen days later, and carrying 118 
pounds, including a five-pound penalty, 
he won the Hyde Park stakes, a dash of 
six furlongs, in 1:14$. 
He was then 
shipped East and on the fifth day of the 
inaugural meeting 
of the New 
York 
Jockey Club he placed to his credit the 
great Eclipse stakes for 2-year-olds, beat­ 
ing a great field of thirteen. 
In this race 
he carried 118 pounds and ran the distance 
in 1:14, 
Seven days later at the same place and 
carrying the top weight—126 pounds—he 
won the White Plains handicap, a dash of 
six furlongs, in 1:11, the fastest time on 
record for the distance. There were fifteen 
in the field, St. Carlo, Repeater, and Mag* 
nato being among the number. 
This was 
his last race, and h^ would have been re­ 
tired for the season with an unbroken list 
of victories to his credit.

By 
cold weather it is intended to say that it 
will be cold and raw for that month, not 
cold wiuter weather.

VV hat Professor Blake guesses will be 
the weather may come to pass, but the 
chances against a correct guess are too 
great to make the guess of any special 
benefit to farmers or any one else. The 
time never was when weather predic­ 
tions 
proved 
of 
any 
value 
to 
agriculture 
or 
shipping, 
and 
the 
reason is very plain—there are reasons 
when all signs fail. A few years ago, a 
Wisconsin newspaper, we think it was 
the Evening Wisconsin, made a ‘ ‘guess” 
as to what the weather of a certain 
month would be and it was only intend­ 
ed as a guess, but it happened that the 
guess was a far better one than calcula­ 
tion0, bassed on “science,” made by the 
professional weater profits. 
It stands to reason and common sense 
that no man can foretell the weather for 
weeks or months in advance, ttigns will 
fail. 
Indications become treacherous. 
There is no principle rn meterology by 
which a man can calculate the weather 
for the next month or any other month.

intense 
cold* 
did not om e as predicted. The rule bas 
been 4 a false prediction.'’ But men like 
to gain notoriety or fame as weather 
prophets. They make a little money out 
of it, and people like to lead the predic­ 
tions, and so the weather prognosticator 
lives and prospers by duping the people. 
As an illustration, mirk the November 
weather. 
Professor Blake may guess 
correctly for one3, but the chances are 
thit he won’t.

Mr. Clark was first ex­ 
amined by Mr. Hynes for the prosecution 
and tendered to the defense. 
Mr. Forrest 
gave him a searching examination and 
challenged him for cause on account of his 
opinions. 
The challenge was overruled 
by the court, and Mr. Foster, for Beggs, 
asked him a few questions. 
Nearly every 
permissible question had previously been 
asked by either Hynes or Forrest and Fos­ 
ter’s examination was practically restricted 
to questions intended to show Clark’s 
opinions about the guilt or innocence of 
Beggs.

struck him; then they would inquire, 
“Who can that p^orjnsaib mn ii be?” 
While Profesor leyden was explor­ 
ing the land of tho Sioux Indian^ some 
years ago, he once, in bis enthusiastic 
passion for geological research, wan­ 
dered away from his party; he had 
loaded himself down with largo speci­ 
mens of mineral, and while tramping 
slowly along in his absent-nnnded waj 
the Indians captured 
him.

whooped and yelled at their prize at 
first, but upon seeing all the ‘ ‘rocks and 
worthless stones” which the poor man 
was staggering under, and his composed, 
abstracted manner, they decided that 
he was “afflicted with a foolish mind.”

she was never excelled. 
The 
exibility of her voice was astound­ 
ing, for she would sound consecutive 
notes two and one-half octaves apart with 
as much apparent ease as though they 
Were but semi-tones. 
Catalini was not 
only a great singer, 
but a great manager 
also, having .at suc­ 
cessive times control 
of theaters in London 
and in Paris. 
Her 
gains were enormous, 
in some years as much 
as $80,000, but she 
died poor, as early in 
life she had provided 
herself with a hus­ 
band whose sole idea 
was to insist on good 
GUDiTTi pasta, 
terms for hor, get 
hold of all the money he could, and spend 
it at the gaming table. 
Catalini herself 
was noted for her piety, modesty, and 
charity, and during the course of her pro­ 
fessional carcer bestowed over 2,000,000 
francs on charitable enterprises. 
Both Mara and Catalini were good in 
serious and comic opera, but while the 
latter was in her prime there appeared a 
singer destined to win for a brief time 
more honor than either. 
Giuditti Pasta, 
the queen of the tragic opera, was of 
Jewish extraction, and her history is a 
remarkable illustration of the power of 
labor to accomplish satisfactory results in 
tho direction of voice culture. 
Naturally 
her voice was strong, but harsh aud in­ 
flexible, but by diligence, 
study, and 
incessant practice she mastered every dif­ 
ficulty, and through 
years of failure 
attained the highest measure of success. 
Unfortunately for her, however, so severe 
was the training she gave her vocal organs 
that they broke down, and after only a 
few years of tho highest popularity she 
was forced to retire. 
Strikingly like her in personal appear­ 
ance was tho noted Giulia Grisi, who, half 
a century ago, set London in a furor. 
So 
far as beauty was concerned Grisi was not 
superior to most of those who had pre- 
6eded her, but, in the opinion of her con­ 
temporaries, none equalled her in tho 
urity and quality of her tones. 
With 
ubini, Tamburini and Lablanche, she 
constituting the fourth, there was a quar­ 
tet the like of which has never since been 
heard. 
IJer professional life lasted about 
thirty-five years, and she retired from tho 
stage in 
1851, 
only 
once after that 
appearing in public, and then greatly to 
the regret of her friends, for her voice had 
utterly failed.

for the uses of tho glover.

tho young animal begins to eat grass 
the value of tho skin declines, for with 
a grass diet its skin immediately begins 
togrow coarser and harder in texture, 
and its chief merit vanishes.

There were three horses and a cow rn 
he barn, besides one ton of hay, a load 
of straw and about one hundred bushels 
of oats. The horses were first taken out 
in safety, but the cow was dragged out 
nearly dead, but soon revived, and is now 
all right. 
Tbe barn was insured for $i00 by 
Simeon Stssuss, of Orford. The loss on 
barn and contents^ estimated at about 
three hundred dollars. 
Just how the fire originated is a mys­ 
tery—Mr. Kath was in the bain last at 
half past five, at which time everything 
was all right. The fire was first discov­ 
ered by his son, a few moments before 
the alarm was sent in from box 43, when 
he discovered tbe whole upper part in 
flames. 
It was evidently set on fire by 
some one, but Mr. Kath is at a loss even 
to surmise who should hold such a 
gtudgo against him. 
This is the aecond time the barn bas 
been fired. On February 23d, 1888, at 
8:13 p. rn., tho bern was partly destroyed 
by a fire originating in a similar manner, 
the exact cause never being made known. 
This loss is a severe one to Mr. Kath, 
his barn being almost a total wreck, the 
whole interior being destroyed. 
The failure of the alarm system to cor­ 
rectly indicate the location of the fire 
was a source of muoh severe and just 
criticism, as this the second time within 
a few weeks that a failure has occurred 
in the fourth and fifth wards. 
In both 
cases the difficulty has proved to be in 
the disarrangements or entanglements 
of the wires, and not the fault of tbe ma­ 
chinery. These little disarrangements 
should be discovered before, rather than 
after such a bad break as that of lost 
evening, or the one which occurred at 
the Monterey woolen mills. In plain 
English—without French accent—this 
alarm system should be [ placed in the 
hands of the chief of the fire department, 
and he alone should be beld [responsible 
for its working: It matters not whom 
he employs to watch the wire circuits, 
the lines should be kept close watch 
of and no parties are better able to do 
this than the members of the depart­ 
ment under orders from the chief, aud 
they have plenty of time to straighten 
out the wires and make repairs. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, accidents will sometimes hap­ 
pen, with the best of care. 
In the oase of last evening, the wire* 
were crossed between the water worl'* 
pumping house and tbe residence of 
Engineer Spiokler, just across the street, 
thus forming an imperfect connection, 
allowing^ current just strong enough to 
operate the tower clock work, but not 
sufficient to work the gongs and indi­ 
cators. 
The difficulty was remedied 
this morning and the line at this time is 
in perfect working order.
